AIL OBSTACLES OVERCOME 


Marconi Says That Rate About to be 


Established Will be Cut in 


Two Later. 


Shortly before 6 o'clock 
Tuesday 


morning Clem 
Richards, a section 


man employed by the B. & O. rail- 
road company 
at St. Louisville* a 


short distance north of Newark, went 
to the home of Dr. L. L. Marriott, 
coroner of Licking county, and in- 
formed him that the section men had 
found the lower part of the body of a 
man lying on the railroad just across 
the street from the 
Hotel Haslop; 


that it had no clothing on and that it 
was pretty well ground to pieces, it 
having evidently been dragged quite 
a distance. Coroner Marriott imme- 
diately started several of the section 
men north on the track and several 
others south in search of the other 
parts of the body. 
The searchers 


found the upper portion of the body 
lying in the weeds 
alongside 
the 


track about one mile north of the vil- 
lage, while 
pieces 
of flesh were 


strewn along the track for the entire 
distance The coroner 
immediately 


went to the scene 


The man was evidently a foreigner, 


about 55 years old, dark complexion, 
with small blaCk mustache and about 
a week's growth of beard, sprinkled 
with gray This portion of the body 
was brought back to the depot at St. 
Louisville and Undertaker Wright of 
Utica, was sent for. He had the re- 
mains taken to Utica, whee he pre- 
pared the body for interment. 


There was nothing on his person 


with the exception of a drinking cup 
and a small Bible.

Federal Court of Appeals Affirms the 


Judgment of the District Court at 
Minneapolis—Many Cases 
of 
Im- 


portance Affected by the Ruling Just 
Announced, i 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 24,—In an opin- 


ion announced by the United States 
circuit court of appeals, 
sitting in 


Denver, the judgment of the district 
court for Minnesota against the Great 
Northern railroad in the rebate cases 
was practically affirmed. The circuit 
court holds that the Hepburn act is 
an amendatory act and not a repealing 
act, that insofar as it repeats or re- 
produces portions of the Elkins act it 
continues them in force, and makes no 
break in the law, and that insofar as 
it omits or changes provisionb of the 
Elkins ct it repeals them. 


St. Paul, 
Minn, Sept. 24.—United 


States District Attorney Haupt. when 
informed of the decision of the court 
at Denver, gave the following state- 
ment of the Great Northern railway 
ease and its hearing on other cases 
now pending before the court at Den- 
ver: 


"This case was one in which the 


Great Northern was indicted for giv- 
ing concessions to McCaull and Dens- 
more of Minneapolis and to the W. P. 
Devereaux company of Minneapolis in 
the shipping of oats and corn to Seat- 
tle for shipment to the Philippines. 
Uhe question passed upon is of sn 
preme importance not alone in this 
case, but it involves the right to prose- 
cute any and all cases for the giving 
of rebates. The validity of the Sland- 
ai d Oil company fine of $29,000,000 de- 
pends in large measure on this deci- 
sion, for it will have an almost con- 
trolling 
influence in the decision of 


the court of appeals in the Chicago 
district, where the Standard Oil com- 
pany 
appeals 
on exactly 
similar 


grounds. 
If the decision had been 


otherwise it would have stopped all 
prosecutions in the Eighth district for 
rebates, concessions, etc. 


"The Great Northern company here 


and Standard Oil company in Chicago 
claimed that section 10 of the Hepburn 
law contained a provision which grant- 
ed immunity for all offenses commit- 
ted prior to the passage of the Hep- 
burn law, except those cases in which 
indictments had been found when the 
law went into effect. In other words, 
that section 10 of the Hepburn law 
had the effect to repeal section 1 
of the Elkms law. In this respect the 
decision is a great victory for the gov- 
ernment."

Stuyvesant Fish's Circular to Illinois 


Central Stockholders. 


New York, Sept. 24.—Stuyvesant 


Fish, former president of the Illinois 
Central railroad, has addressed a cir- 
cular to the stockholders of the Illinois 
Central Railroad company, in which 
he reviews the reputed efforts of the 
interests that dominate the Union Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific companies 
to secure control of the Illinois Cen- 
tral. He calls attention to the fact 
that the annual meeting of the Illinois 
Central stockholders is to be held at 
Chicago. Oct. 17, next, and concludes: 
"Up to this time I have not 
asked 


for a single proxy, nor would I do so 
now, were it not for the extraordinary 
efforts the present management are 
putting forth -with the evident inten- 
tion of electing B. H Harriman and 
such persons as he may select, backed 
by the holdings of the Union Pacific 
company, which constitute a practical 
balance of power. It is for you to de- 
termine whether their holding of about 
30 per cent of the stock is to name the 
directors of the Illinois Central, with- 
out the consent and to the detriment of 
the remaining 70 per cent. Do you wish 
your property to be managed as here- 
tofore m the interest of the whole 
body of the stockholders, or to be 
dominated by the Union Pacific, which 
if thus put in control for four years,

She is not permitted to 
"cut in" on a 
conversation or

break connection until the parties are 
through with the line. 


Speaking of busy lines today Man- 


ager Hollander said that several sub- 
scribers whose 'phones are most fre- 
quently used are ordering additional 
Telephone lines to facilitate the ser- 
vice. Thus when one line is busy the 
other may be used and by the time 
the next directory is issued a number 
of names will appear with a double 
number either of which may be used. 
The local company now has aooiu 
3000 subscribers 
and the excnange 


has the proportions 
of a city tele- 


phone office. 
When an operator tells 


you a line is busy believe her. It 
would be easier for her to give you 
the desired number tnan to tell >cu 
the line is busy.
